Concentrating  on  Campus  Concerns 


Several  organizations  on  campus 
looked  after  MWC  students'  welfare. 
Senate  President  Victor  Yastrop  said 
that  the  Senate  had  accomplished 
many  things  during  the  year  but  it  had 
not  been  well  publicized.  The  Senate 
focused  on  student  concerns  ranging 
from  Seacobeck  food  and  dining 
hours  to  dorm  heaters  that  wouldn't 
work  on  the  coldest  winter  nights. 
When  students  complained  about  the 
lights  going  off  between  Virginia 
Dorm  and  DuPont  the  Senate  investi- 
gated the  problem  and  got  the  lights 
turned  back  on.  Senate  also  started 
SIS,  Student  Information  Services. 
Students  called  SIS  extension  4525 
between  seven  and  ten  p.m.  for  in- 
formation about  rides  home  and  area 
entertainment.  The  Senate  also  con- 


ducted a  random  poll  on  the  Bullet; 
and  it  conducted  the  Senator  Vote  of 
Confidence  Poll  in  which  a  majority 
of  the  students  rated  their  Senators  as 
doing  a  good  job,  but  said  that  the 
students  themselves  weren't  as  in- 
volved as  they  should  be. 

With  student  safety  a  big  concern, 
SA  Whip  Bob  Mooney  and  the  Stu- 
dent Lobby  Committee  got  MWC  stu- 
dents to  start  jogging  in  groups;  this 
not  only  provided  safety  but  also 
company  on  nightly  jogs.  The  Student 
Lobby  also  went  to  Richmond  to 
lobby  for  education  legislation  in  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  Residential  Council  changed 
its  name  to  ARH,  Association  of  Resi- 
dence Halls.  In  keeping  with  this  new 
format  ARH  revamped  its  Constitution 


to  make  itself  more  useful  to  MWC 
residential  students.  Dorm  presidents 
represented  residential  students  at 
ARH  meetings  which  were  held  in  dif- 
ferent dorms  so  that  the  Presidents 
could  visit  other  dorms.  As  an  activity 
for  MWC  students  ARH  hosted  a  Cab- 
aret in  Seacobeck.  The  Cabaret  in- 
cluded a  buffet  dinner  followed  by  a 
disco. 

SA  President  Steve  Schlimgen  and 
his  Cabinet  had  a  busy  year.  For  Dec- 
ade Week  SA's  Academic  Affairs 
Committee  sponsored  lectures  by  Dr. 
Joseph  Vance  and  Dr.  Porter  Blake- 
more.

Lisa  Langenbach,  Classics,  Philoso- 
phy and  Religion  Rep,  and  Debi  Caton, 
Mathematics  Rep,  both  felt  that  their  De- 
partment professors  were  really  interested 
in  students'  views  and  both  felt  they  did 
have  an  official  voice  at  Department 
Meetings.  The  Math  Reps  started  provid- 
ing coffee  in  Combs  Science  Hall  in  the 
mornings  and  the  Classics,  Philosophy, 
and  Religion  Reps  helped  put  together  the 
Department's  booklet  each  semester 
which  listed  its  course  offerings. 

Also  at  MWC  it  was  natural  for  clubs  to 
develop  out  of  academic  areas.  The  Psy- 
chology Club  was  open  to  all  interested  in 
that  field.  The  Club  published  a  newsletter 
for  members  and   sponsored  speakers 


whose  jobs  had  psychology  backgrounds 
including  a  clinical  psychologist  and  a 
probation  officer.  The  Psych  Club  had  two 
Psych  Club  versus  Psychology  Professors 
Volleyball  Tournaments.  The  Psych  Pro- 
fessors won  the  first  round  leaving  the 
Club  members  to  practice  for  the  spring 
rematch.  This  was  the  first  year  for  the  En- 
glish Club  which  was  loosely  formed  of 
students  and  professors  who  met  at  differ- 
ent English  professors'  homes  to  hear  a 
lecture  by  that  professor  on  topics  ranging 
from  Dr.  Nathaniel  Brown's  book  on  poet 
Percy  Shelley  to  Dr.  Hanna's  discussion  of 
sexism  in  the  English  Language.  The  His- 
tory Club  sponsored  Mr.  Charles  Rowe, 
the  Free  Lance-Star  editor,  who  spoke  on 
his  recent  visit  to  China.  The  club  also 
sponsored  the  Toga  Keg  Party  and  there 
was  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  toga- 
wearing  was  based  on  Ancient  History 
togas  or  the  modern  fad  on  college  cam- 
puses prompted  by  the  movie  Animal 
House.

The  word  "grass"  had  two  quite 
distinct  connotations  at  MWC.  The 
"grass"  students  weren't  supposed  to 
smoke  and  the  grass  students  weren't 
supposed  to  walk  on.  In  their  own 
ways,  the  Ecology  Club  and  NORML 
were  out  to  save  these  grasses. 

NORML  members  argued  that 
smoking  marijuana  should  be  a  per- 
sonal choice  not  one  controlled  by 
the  government;  and  MWC's 
NORML,  therefore,  supported  the 
legalization  of  marijuana  on  those 
grounds.

Sports  participation  can  be  based  on  the  desire  to 
become  a  professional  athlete,  to  present  a  macho 
image  or  to  keep  physically  fit.
